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Hearsts Slip Away Quietly 
To Ponder Future Actions 


HILIiJBOROUGH, Calif. (AP) - 
Saying he wants “to get it together,” 
Randolph A. Hearst has slipped quietly 
away to Mexico where he will consider 
what to do next to win freedom for his 
kidnaped daughter. 
“He doesn’t really want to be in this 
house and he doesn’t know what to do, 
so he is going somewhere where he can 
think about it a little more,” said 
nephew William Randolph Hearst III. 
Meanwhile, 
American 
Indian 
Movement leader Dennis Banks said 
he has agreed to try contacting the 
terrorist Symbionese Liberation Army 
to arrange a reunion for the Hearsts 
with their daughter Patricia. 
“ (Randolph Hearst) asked me if I 
would begin a national appeal to the 
SLA with hopes of arranging a meeting 
between AIM, Patty and the Hearsts,” 
Banks said in a telephone interview 
from St. Paul, Minn. 
“The idea was to see if she could be 
given a three-day pass, a 24-hour pass 
or a week pass so she could spend some 


time with the family. After that she 
would be free to return to the SLA,” he 
said. 
Hearst, his wife, Catherine, and two 
of their five daughters, Virginia 
Bosworth, 24, and Anne Hearst, 18, 
departed before dawn Sunday and flew 
from San Francisco to ta Paz, a 
fishing resort on the tip of Baja 
California, said the pilot of the jet 
chartered by the Hearsts. 
The Hearst nephew said they would 
be gone four days but would return 
im m ediately 
pending 
any 
new 
developments in the case. 
“ Randy said to me he’s gone to 
regroup and kind of get it together and 
try to find out where he can go from 
here,” the nephew said. 
A family friend insisted the Hearsts 
were not headed for a rendezvous with 
the terrorist Symbionese Liberation 
Army, which claimed responsibility 
for dragging 20-year-old Patricia 
Hearst screaming from her apartment 
63 days ago. 


EPA Plans For Simplified 
Report On Gasoline Mileage 


DETROIT (AP) - The federal 
Environmental Protection Agency is 
planning to circulate sim plified 
gasoline mileage data as an easy-to- 
use guide for buyers of 1975-model 
cars. 
The agency currently is the only 
federal 
office 
perform ing 
fuel 
economy tests. It has been releasing 
figures for the past two years on about 
500 cars, often including more than one 
result for the same model with varying 
engines and gear ratios. 
Erie Stork, deputy director of the 
agency, says the current method of 
releasing the figures is too difficult for 
the average consumer to use. 
“It’s just not descriptive to the 
public,” he says. 
“If I were your personnel director 
and I handed you a phone book and told 
you the person you wanted to hire is 
listed inside, I’d probably be right, but 


I wouldn’t be very helpful,” he said. 
Under a new plan still on the 
drawing board, Stork said similar car 
models with the same weight and 
engine size would be grouped together 
for convenience. 
The agency’s m ileage tests, a 
by-product of emission testing per­ 
formed in its Ann Arbor laboratory, 
has come under constant criticism 
from auto executives. 
They say the agency has been 
consistently low in computing fuel 
economy.

the 
automakers “rightly protested the 
validity of a sample of one.” 
Results of the new individual test 
runs will be published in the Federal 
Register and will coincide with the fall 
introduction of new car models.

Alexander Sanguine^ announced on 
Sunday the party committee’s decision 
to back Chaban-Delmas, 59, the mayor 
of Bordeaux. He noted that the party 
was not naming a candidate, but only 
supporting Chaban-Delmas. 
Giscard d’Estaing, 48, whose small 
Independent Republican party is allied 
with the Gaullists, scheduled a news 
conference today to announce his can­ 
didacy. 
Faure, 65, a two-time premier before 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle returned to 
power in 1958, reportedly refused to 
drop out of the race despite strong 
pressures from Gaullist leaders that 
he help rally strength behind a single 
candidate. 
Khadafy 
Still Libyan 
Strongman 


TRIPOIJ, libya (AP) — Sources in 
Libya say Col. Moammar Khadafy is 
still the country’s strongman and has 
only given up ceremonial duties. 
Diplomatic and government sources 
Sunday contradicted reports cir­ 
culating elsewhere in the Middle East 
that the controversial Khadafy had 
been stripped of power in the oil-rich 
state. 
Libyans were told 
Sunday that 
Khadafy had handed over some of his 
duties to Premier Abdel Salam 
Jalloud, confirming reports first 
circulated Saturday. But informed 
sources said the move would not 
reduce Khadafy’s power as the coun­ 
try’s leader. 
“Khadafy is still our president, he’s 
still our leader,” a spokesman for the 
government news agency said. 
A Western diplomat in Tripoli said: 
“It doesn’t look like Khadafy’s lost any 
power except handing over some func­ 
tions, such as meeting and greeting 
dignitaries, to Jalloud.” 
Khadafy, who has ruled libya since 
seizing power in a coup four years ago, 
is known to be disdainful of the 
protocol niceties normally required of 
heads of state. 
Ohio Northern Fire 
Brings Evacuation 


ADA, Ohio (AP) — A fire early 
Sunday morning at Ohio Northern 
University caused some 300 women to 
be evacuated from a dormitory, school 
officials said. 
The fire started in the basement 
lounge, officials added. There were no 
injuries, and the women returned to 
the dorm.

Many boards of elections will 
extend hours to accommodate those 
who wish to register at the last minute. 


World Leaders 
Stand Behind 
President Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
administration has elevated foreign 
policy into a major part of its 
Watergate defense, maintaining that 
Nixon’s continuation in office is con­ 
sidered essential by most world 
leaders. 
The crucial role played by Nixon in 
insuring international progress was 
portrayed by high White House of­ 
ficials following the President’s return 
from Paris Sunday. 
Alexander M. Haig Jr., Nixon’s chief 
of staff, said the weekend in Paris for a 
memorial service honoring the late 
French President Georges Pompidou 
was encouraging in several ways. 


“ It was very evident that European 
leaders and world leaders with whom 
the President met continued to look to 
the United States and President Nixon 
as an essential factor in...efforts to 
develop a structure for a stable in­ 
ternational environment.” he said. 
Other officials told reporters on 
Nixon’s plane during the return from 
Paris that the world leaders clearly 
want the President to stay in office 
because they feel a rapport with him. 
These officials said many other 
international leaders also have 
domestic problems, although of a 
different character. 
Because of this empathy, Nixon is 
Golan Heights 
Fighting Worsens

Syria shot down an Israeli jet fighter 
over the Golan Heights front today and 
the two pilots who bailed out were 
captured in Lebanon, the Lebanese 
Defense Ministry said. 
Israel confirmed that the plane went 
down, but denied that it was hit by a 
missile. The Tel Aviv command said 
the jet caught fire, apparently as a 
result of a technical fault. 
It was the first Israeli plan lost over 
the Golan front since the October war. 
The lebanese Defense Ministry said 
the plane, an F4 Phantom, crashed in 
the Arkoub region near the village of 
Chebba, only six miles north of the Is­ 
raeli border. The village is about 39 
miles south of Beirut. 
A lebanese spokesman said the two 
pilots were picked up near the village 
of Kraibe, about three miles west of 
Chebba. He said they were safe but 
would not say whether they were being 
held. 
lebanon holds two other Israeli 
Phantom pilots captured during the 
October war when they bailed out over 
Lebanon. 
Syria said the plane was brought 


down “when an enemy formation 
penetrated our air space over Mt. 
Hermon.” It also said its forces battled 
all night with Israeli troops trying to 
overrun Syrian positions on Mt. 
Hermon, but Israel denied this. 


Artillery and tank fire blazed along 
the 40-mile Golan front for the 28th 
straight day. 
Israel admitted using warplanes for 
the first time since the October war on 
Saturday. It said air strikes were 
ordered after the Syrians attacked an 
Israeli position on Mt. Hermon. 


The Tel Aviv command said shooting 
erupted again today across the Golan 
truce line, and Israel’s m ilitary 
command announced the first capture 
of a Syrian soldier since the October 
war. 
An Israeli spokesman said Syrian 
guns and tank cannon resumed firing 
after sunrise, and artillery duels 
spread along the 40-mile front. He said 
no Israeli casualties were reported. 
Israel claims it holds 387 Syrian 
prisoners of war and wants to ex­ 
change them for 65 Israelis held in 
Syria. 
Push Improved 
Twister Warnings 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Weather­ 
men running A m erica’s tornado 
warning system hope some planned 
improvements will help save more 
lives in future disasters. 
For example, a new highspeed 
electronic system “that seeks to take 
full advantage of computers, modem 
display technology 
and modern 
communications technology” is being 
developed, says a top federal weather 
agency official. 
The weathermen hope to begin 
deploying this in about 18 months to 
offices around the country so the whole 
system can react faster and more ef­ 
fectively to quickly 
developing 
weather situations such as tornadoes. 
“ It will be much more efficient than 
our present system and will enable a 
much quicker response” especially in 
cases such as the one last week when 
many tornadoes erupted at virtually 
the same time, an official said. 
If such a modernized approach had 
been available last week, “it could 
have lengthened warning times five to 
30 minutes — and in tornadoes, that 
could be important,” another official 
said. 
“Most natural disasters that kill 
people happen fast — you can’t con­ 
sume that time by inefficient methods 


which eat up the time for warning,” he 
said. 
The weathermen also are working 
toward gaining new satellites that 
could upgrade the experts’ ability to 
forecast “and enable us to keep a con­ 
tinuous watch on developing weather,” 
said the official. 


Improvements also are being sought 
for the warning network’s loeal-use 
radar system. “In what we call our 
local-use radar, we are using radar 
sets that go back to World War II. They 
are 
obsolete 
sets, 
they 
need 
replacement,” the official said. 


More than 300 
persons 
died, 
thousands were hurt and property 
damage was measured in the millions 
of dollars as some 90 twisters tore 
through parts of a dozen states last 
week. 
Robert M. White, head of the 
Commerce D epartm ent’s National 
Oceanic 
and 
Atmospheric 
Administration and other top federal 
officials visited Kentucky, Indiana and 
Ohio last Friday to look at some of the 
damage and to talk with local weather 
agency officials. White said his initial 
assessment is that the warning system 
“performed very well, the warnings 
were in time” for quite a few people.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope Paul 
VI has urged Roman Catholic youth to 
abandon fashionable forms of protest 
and, instead, support “some militant 
organization in the fields of action, 
piety or charity.” 
The pontiff, in a Palm Sunday rite in 
St. P eter’s Basilica, also urged 
Catholic youth “not to be ashamed and 
run away when showing ourselves to 
be Christian makes others despise us.” 
The 76-year-old Pope spoke in a firm 
voice from his papal throne and looked 
well after two bouts of illness last 
month. 
After the ceremony in the basilica, 
the Pope went to his apartment in the 
Vatican’s Apostolic Palace and from a 
window blessed a crowd of 30,000 
gathered in St. Peter’s Square. 
IRS M ay Probe Fraud On Nixon Taxes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The head of 
the Internal Revenue Service has 
indicated that the IRS still may be 
investigating whether the preparation 
of President Nixon’s tax returns for 
recent years involved fraud. 
IRS Commissioner 
Donald 
C. 
Alexander confirmed Sunday a White 
House statement that no basis had 
been found for bringing such a charge 
against Nixon personally. 
But when asked if charges might be 
leveled against those who helped 
prepare the tax returns, Alexander 
responded during 
a televised in­ 
terview: “I can’t comment on what 
action the IRS and others may be or 
may not be taking with respect to 
others.” 
The White House announced last 
week that President Nixon would pay 
the full IRS-stipulated total 
of 


$432,787.13 in unpaid taxes, plus in­ 
terest, for the years 1969-72. 
In Los Angeles, Nixon’s tax lawyer 
Arthur Blech said that the President 
would be entitled to a deduction of 
about $125,000 for the year in which he 
pays the 1969 taxes. Blech said Nixon is 
legally unobligated to pay the money 
because the statute of limitations has 
run out for that tax year. When paid, it 
could be considered a charitable 
contribution. 
Alexander, interviewed on CBS’s 
“Face the Nation,” said it is possible 
but “I think ifs quite unlikely” that the 
President may not have to pay any 
income tax for 1974 because of various 
deductions, including half of the some 
$32,000 in interest due on his back taxes 
payment. 
Alexander was questioned about 
reports the White House had been sent 


information on particular tax returns. 
He confirmed that “certain sensitive 
case reports...were apparently for­ 
warded to the White House.” 
But he said “there was no continuing 
pattern” and added that he has not 
sent out any such reports since 
becoming IRS chief. 
Concerning a deduction in Nixon’s 
1974 income tax, Belch noted that the 
gift to the government of money owed 
for 1969 would be deductible up to 50 
per cent of Nixon’s adjusted gross 
income. This would enable him to 
write off about $125,000. 
“The 
man 
is 
entitled 
to 
the 
deduction,” Blech said. “ Whether hfe 
will elect to use it is another question. 
He may decide it’s not wise to have a 
year where he doesn’t pay any income 
tax.” 
Blech said the IRS is allowing Nixon 


an extension on filing his 1973 tax turn 
because the return must be reworked 
following the IRS ruling on the back 
taxes. 
Alexander was questioned about the 
$100,000 Hughes contribution following 
published reports indicating former 
Nixon attorney Herbert G. Kalmbach 
had testified privately that C.G. 
“Bebe” Rebozo told him in confidence 
Rebozo had passed on portions of the 
money to the Nixon brothers and Miss 
Rose Mary Woods. 
Rebozo previously has said he kept 
the entire amount locked up for three 
years before returning it to the Hughes 
organization. 
CBS newsman Daniel Schorr said he 
had learned the IRS became aware of 
the Hughes contribution more than two 
years ago, that Rebozo was questioned 
about it in April 1973 and that the in­ 


vestigating agent’ concluded then that 
Rebozo’s account was truthful. 
Alexander refused to comment. 
In other developments: 
—House Minority Leader John B. 
Rhodes, R-Ariz., said he believes 
Nixon was not treated “with even­ 
handed justice” on the tax issue before 
the congressional panel issued a staff 
report 
last 
week. 
He 
said 
the 
President’s attorneys should have 
been allowed a chance to argue against 
the findings. 
—The panel, the Joint Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation, found that 
Nixon incorrectly took a $70,000 tax de­ 
duction for giving papers to the 
government in 1968, but he apparently 
won’t have to pay additional taxes for 
it. 
—Newsweek magazine disclosed 
today that the panel of experts chosen 


to examine White House tapes has 
reaffirmed its original conclusion that 
a tape with a controversial 11 ^-minute 
gap had been erased deliberately. 
The magazine said the panel’s 
decision 
followed 
“ new 
and 
exhaustive” tests on the tape. 
—Two Washington Post reporters 
who pieced together major Watergate 
stories say a major information source 
for them was Hugh W. Sloan Jr., one­ 
time treasurer of the Nixon’s re­ 
election committee. 
Sloan’s role was described by Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein in ex­ 
cerpts from a forthcoming book 
printed in Playboy magazine. 
Woodward and Bernstein said they 
first learned from Sloan the names of 
several key controllers of a secret 
GOP fund for financing campaign 
activities against the Democrats.

200,000 music fans thronged to the 
‘ California Jam” rock festival during 
the weekend for a concert that police 
said ‘ went off very well.” 
For the promoters, ABC En­ 
tertainment, the extravaganza may 
gross more money than any other 
concert of its kind. 
Similar events at Woodstock in 1969 
and Watkins Glen last year, both in 
New York, drew larger crowds. 
However, gatecrashing at Ontario 
Motor Speedway wasn't as much of a 
problem as it had been elsewhere, 
authorities said. 
At 810 a ticket, the advance price 
paid by more than 167,000 concert­ 
goers, and 815 paid at the gate by the 
rest, “California Jam” should gross 
about 82 million. The previous box 
office record was 81.5 million grossed 
by promoters of the Watkins Glen 
festival. 
Spokesmen for ABC Entertainment 
deferred comment on the financial 
success until later in the week. 
Meanwhile today, police in this city 
40 miles east of Los Angeles said they 
w ere still trying to match up the last of 
the young concert-goers with parents 
and the older fans with their 
automobiles. 
The concert started Saturday 
morning and wailed on into the night, 
but when it finally ended hundreds of 
fans found they couldn’t leave. Their 
cars, parked illegally on the shoulder 
of Interstate IO leading to the speed­ 
way, had been towed away. 
The preconcert traffic jam — a 
monumental one stretching 13 miles at 
one point — was the biggest problem of 
the event, which was generally 
peaceful.

NEW YORK — Man and boy, there 
was a 
long 
period 
in 
American 
motoring when the dream of every red­ 
blooded father was to crank up his 
Model T or Chevrolet Coupe (or his 
Velie, Reo Flying Cloud, Moon, 
Overland, M ercer or Rickenbacker) 
and honk off to I .ake Fudge with the 
happy wife and kids. It was an ad­ 
venture to picnic or camp amid the 
bees, birds and villainous insects. Gas 
was a dime a gallon, and a wicker 
basket of goodies cost five bucks, if 
that. 
Today, that doting father would be 
booed off the road if he undertook such 
a gentle act of togetherness. Neighbors 
would gossip that he probably had 
bribed the com er gas station m anager. 
Or the FBI might be alerted to tap his 
phone to see if he had a hot line to Col. 
Muammar el-Qaddafi. It's another and 
tenser age. Nobody cries “ Happy 
motoring!” any more. It’s hard for 
motoring to be happy in a time when 
gas is about as expensive as toilet 
water and owners of big cars get dirty 
looks in stead of envious stare s. 
Besides, most of the roadside picnic 
sites are now occupied by ham burger 
joints. 
A good rundown on “then” as op­ 
posed to “now” in innocent motor 
travel m ay be found in the Golden 
A nniversary

of 
R and 
McNally’s Auto Road Atlas. 
Halt a century ago the motorist, 
hardly out of his cocoon of linen duster, 
cap and goggles, had only 184,000 miles 
of national highways to contend with. 
(Now the figure is 4,000,000 miles.) The 
driver of old, about to em bark on a 
camping trip, was advised by Messrs. 
Rand and McNally to gird himself and 
his machine as if he were about to go to 
war, or to the moon. 
“Look over the tool box and see that 
it contains the necessary wrenches, 
such as open 
end 
wrenches, 
an 
adjustable (or monkey) wrench, a 
Stinson wrench and a spark plug sock 
wrench,” he was advised. 
“Also a pair of pliers, chain-repair 
pliers, a m echanic’s hammer, large 
and small screwdriver, files, a spool of 
soft iron wire, a box each of assorted 
nuts, bolts and cotterpins, a box of 
extra tire valves, a tire pressure 
gauge, some extra spark plugs and rim 
lugs, a box of talcum powder, a few 
feet of high and low tension cable, a 
roll of tape, an extra valve and spring, 
a grease gun, an extra fan belt, a sheet 
of cork for emergency gaskets and a 
small bottle of shellac.”

radiator, box of cup grease, a spout oil 
can and a can of extra lubricating oil. 
Use talcum powder when inserting 
tubes in casing but do not use too 
much. 
“To carry camp equipment on the 
running board, have a folding parcel 
carrier. Webbing straps may also be 
screwed to the tonneau floor to be used 
for strapping down baggage to keep it 
from shifting and annoying the 
passengers. See that the car is in good 
working order and all parts well- 
lubricated before starting on the tour 
and that the battery is full charged.

If the sun shines, point the hour hand 
to the sun.

Energy Pinch To 
Cut Farm Sales 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The world 
energy situation may cause some 
countries to reduce purchases of U.S. 
farm products over the next year, the 
Agriculture Department said today. 
But for now, USDA experts said, 
farm 
exports in 
the 
fiscal 
year 
beginning July I still are expected to 
be worth $17 billion to $19 billion. That 
estim ate was announced sev eral 
months ago and would be second only 
to the record $20 billion worth of farm 
commodities sold abroad this fiscal 
year. 
The latest analysis was m ade in a 
series of reports published by the 
d e p a rtm e n t’s Foreign A gricultural 
Service in “Foreign Agriculture,” a 
weekly circular. 
“Shortages and sudden price in­ 
creases for energy that surprised the 
world last O ctober have jolted 
agricultural production and trade at 
almost every level,” Reed E. Friend, 
one USDA specialist wrote. 
“ Paralleling the situation at the 
farm level, where fuels and fertilizer 
are scarce and costly, political and 
economic repercussions are under way 
that could significantly alter present 
world trading patterns and growth 
trends,” Friend said. 
The task of estimating what might 
occur is so difficult, Friend indicated, 
that the energy crunch actually might

“ But a small number of U.S. farm 
m arkets ... will be hardpressed to 
maintain currency reserves and could 
initiate measures to restrict farm im­ 
ports,” England said. That possibility 
exists in a few richer or “developed” 
countries 
and

poorer 
“developing” nations, he said. 
The richer countries most able to 
cope with high oil prices — and thus be 
in position to continue buying U.S. 
farm products — include Australia, 
Austria, Canada, West Germany, the 
Netherlands, Spain and Switzerland, 
England said. Those countries bought 
23.5 per cent of U.S. farm exports last 
calendar year. 
Also, England said, another group — 
including Belgium, 
Luxem bourg, 
France, Ireland, Japan, Norway and 
Sweden — will “find it difficult” to 
meet balance-of-payment deficits but 
are not likely to cut farm imports.

Letters are beginning to pour in 
about ovarian cysts. It is interesting 
that as soon as a particular condition is 
reported involving a prominent per­ 
son, interest associated with anxiety 
begins to mount. 
Ovaries are two oval-shaped glands 
about the size of small plums. They lie 
in the pelvis, or lower abdomen, on 
each side of the uterus. 
The function of the ovaries is to 
produce the ovum, or egg which, when 
fertilized by the male sperm, begins 
the process of pregnancy and the 
development of the child. 
The ovaries also produce two im­ 
portant highly specialized hormones. 
One, the estrogenic hormone is in­ 
volved in the growth and maturation of 
the female. The second hormone, 
progesterone, in combination with 
estrogen, prepares the lining of the 
womb for the nourishment and growth 
of the fertilized egg. 
Under normal circum stances, when 
the egg leaves the ovary each month, a 
sm all cyst remains. 
This quickly 
shrinks and disappears. 
Occasionally, a large cyst develops 
and many grow to considerable size. 
Sometimes they cause no symptoms at 
all. At other times, ovarian cysts may 
become twisted and give symptoms 
that closely resemble an attack of 
appendicitis. 
When a cyst of the ovary becomes 


complicated, surgery is necessary and 
often involves the removal of the ovary 
itself. 
It is important to know that women 
with one healthy ovary can produce 
the egg, or ovum, and the hormones 
necessary for normal pregnancy. 
There is no reason why young 
women should be spurred into a level 
of anxiety about a condition, although 
highly publicized, which is relatively 
rare.

Job Bureau Given New Im age 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
“stodgy, bureaucratic” state Bureau 
of Employment Services has changed 
its name to Ohio Job Services to im­ 
prove its image. 
“When you say Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services, you say a 
mouthful,” said Stan Wyman, agency 
spokesman. “When you say Ohio Job 
Services, it tells the whole story. 
“We’re dealing with jobs and people. 
The effect, we hope, will be positive 
identification.” 
Because of the imposing name, 
Wyman said many Ohioans considered 
the bureau “stodgy and bureacratic, 
and we agree with them.” 
He said the federal government 
“came up with the idea of the name 
‘job services.’ What we have done is 


taken their idea and adopted to our 
use.” 
The bureau has used the name along 
with the Ohio state flag on new red, 
white and blue signs, which have been 
going up in the three major metro­ 
politan areas. 
“We are replacing the signs as 
needed,” Wyman said. “We haven’t 
gone out and ordered a million, zillion 
signs. As the signs break or have to be 
replaced, we are ordering on that 
basis.” 
Tile signs, which cost about $150 
installed, first went up at the bureau’s 
seven new neighborhood offices in 
Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati. 
Three more offices are planned, in­ 
cluding one in Medina. 
The new signs coupled with the 


neighborhood offices are an attempt to 
reach the people on the street, Wyman 
said. “When a guy on the street sees 
our sign and symbol, he knows what 
ifs all about,” he added. 
Wyman said, “If a guy is looking for 
a job, he knows to come to us. If he’s 
looking for employes, he knows to 
come to us. We think it’s a hell of a 
good concept.”

Job Bureau Given New Image 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
“stodgy, bureaucratic” state Bureau 
of Employment Services has changed 
its name to Ohio Job Services to im­ 
prove its image. 
“When you say Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services, you say a 
mouthful,” said Stan Wyman, agency 
spokesman. “When you say Ohio Job 
Services, it tells the whole story. 
“We’re dealing with jobs and people. 
The effect, we hope, will be positive 
identification.” 
Because of the imposing name, 
Wyman said many Ohioans considered 
the bureau “stodgy and bureacratic, 
and we agree with them.” 
He said the federal government 
“came up with the idea of the name 
‘job services.’ What we have done is 


taken their idea and adopted to our 
use.” 
Hie bureau has used the name along 
with the Ohio state flag on new red, 
white and blue signs, which have been 
going up in the three major metro­ 
politan areas. 
“We are replacing the signs as 
needed,” Wyman said. “We haven’t 
gone out and ordered a million, zillion 
signs. As the signs break or have to be 
replaced, we are ordering on that 
basis.” 
Tile signs, which cost about $150 
installed, first went up at the bureau’s 
seven new neighborhood offices in 
Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati. 
Three more offices are planned, in­ 
cluding one in Medina. 
The new signs coupled with the 


neighborhood offices are an attempt to 
reach the people on the street, Wyman 
said. “When a guy on the street sees 
our sign and symbol, he knows what 
it’s all about,” he added. 
Wyman said, “ If a guy is looking for 
a job, he knows to come to us. If he’s 
looking for employes, he knows to 
come to us. We think it’s a hell of a 
good concept.”

WASHINGTON (A P) - A secret 
task force to compile intelligence 
reports on President Nixon’s political 
enemies was set up inside the Internal 
Revenue Service within months of 
Nixon’s becoming president, Sen. 
Lowell P. Weicker said today. 
Weicker presented a documentary 
history of the special unit to three 
Senate subcommittees. 
He also 
disclosed a flood of new details on how, 
he said, the White House used gov­ 
ernment agencies to thwart its 
political opponents in the United States 
and overseas. 
Weicker said that by the time the 
special unit was dismantled in August 
1973 it had amassed intelligence files 
on 10,000 American taxpayers which 
contained 12,000 classified documents, 
the Connecticut Republican said. 
Weicker, a member of the Senate 
Watergate Committee, produced other 
documents which he said showed the 
IRS had been used repeatedly by that 
time to harass political opponents of 
the administration. 
“ When that situation exists in the 
country obviously something smells,” 
Weicker said. “ It is a provision of the 
American constitutional system.” 
Weicker read non-stop from a huge 
pile of documents, many of them 
supplied by former White House 
counsel John W. Dean III, in a session 
which was virtually a repeat of the 
Watergate hearings of last summer. 
Earlier, Weicker said detective 
Anthony T. Ulasewicz probed the 
private lives of more than a dozen 
senators and other political figures in 
50 separate investigations during Nix­ 
on’s first term. 
Weicker, a member of the Senate 
Watergate committee, said he has 
obtained White House files showing the 
Americans 
Divided 
On Abortion 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - The 
American public remains almost 
evenly divided in the abortion con­ 
troversy, according to the Gallup Poll. 


In the latest survey, taken last 
month, adults in more than 300 towns 
throughout the country were asked: 
“ The U.S. Supreme Court has ruled 
that a woman may go to a doctor to end 
pregnancy at any time during the first 
three months of pregnancy. Do you 
favor or oppose this ruling?” 


Of 1,582 adults surveyed, 47 per cent 
expressed approval, while 44 per cent 
said they opposed it. Nine per cent had 
no opinion. 
A similar poll in December 1972, 
taken 
before the Supreme Court 
ruling, showed 46 per cent in favor and 
45 per cent opposed. 
The polling organization said little 
change had occurred in the attitudes of 
major population groups between the 
surveys. In both surveys, more men 
than 
women 
favored 
abortion 
privileges. Catholics continued to 
oppose them by about two-to-one, and 
Protestants remained slightly in favor 
of them. 
In the latest poll, 51 per cent of the 
men and 43 per cent of the women 
expressed approval, while 38 per cent 
of the men and 49 per cent of the 
women were opposed. 
The poll found sharp differences 
based on education. Persons with 
college educations favored abortion 
privileges 67 per cent to 27 per cent 
against. Of those whose educations 
stopped with high school, 44 per cent 
approved and 48 per cent disapproved. 
Among those with grade school 
educations, 25 per cent approved and 
57 per cent disapproved.

Boyle Jury Hears Details O f Plot 


M EDIA, Pa. (AP) - The hired 
killers of Joseph “ Jock” Yablonski 
have been identified and the source of 
their payoff allegedly traced to the 
union treasury. The prosecution is now 
preparing to turn its efforts to link 
former United Mine Workers president 
W. A. “ Tony” Boyle to the assassina­ 
tion plot of his union rival. 


The 72-year-old Boyle is accused of 
three counts of murder in the Dec. 31, 
1969, slayings of Yablonski, his wife 
and daughter as they slept in their 
rural Clarksville home in south­ 
western Pennsylvania. 


Special Prosecutor Richard A. 
Sprague last week called 46 witnesses, 
including three confessed participants 
in the plot. Four other persons who 
have either been convicted or pleaded 
guilty to murder were brought into the 
courtroom and identified. 
The prosecution alleges that during 
a meeting in mid-1969 Boyle ordered 


Yablonski killed and authorized $20,000 
in union funds to pay the assassins. 
Boyle steadfastly denies this. 
W illiam J. Turnblazer, former 
president of the UMW’s District 19 
which includes Kentucky and Ten­ 
nessee, is one of those reportedly 
present at that meeting in Boyle’s 
Washington, D.C., office. Turnblazer is 
expected to testify possibly late today 
or Tuesday. 
Turnblazer, 52, a Middlesboro, Ky., 
lawyer, pleaded guilty last September 
to charges of violating Yablonski’s 
civil rights in connection with the 
killings.

Xenia, the Ohio National Guard said 
the cause of a fire which killed two 
airmen Saturday still is unknown. 
Spec. 4 Brent Haas, a guard in­ 
formation specialist, said fire officials 
have ruled out both escaping natural 
gas and electrical wiring as causes of 
the flash fire which killed Staff Sgt. 
Jerry Regula, 22, of Jackson Center^ 
and Staff Sgt. Walter Radewonuk, 24, 
Dayton. 
Regula’s body was not recovered 
until Sunday afternoon. Haas said 
rescue workers had to tear down brick 
walls surrounding the gutted furniture 
store for fear they would collapse 
during the search. 
The fire erupted early Saturday 
morning in the tornadostricken store, 
which Guardsmen were using as a 
relief station for men assigned to night 
patrol.

“ He (Yablonski) said he was going 
to continue to fight,” Miller said. “ He 
said he was going to ask that ballots be 
impounded and that he was going to go 
to court.” 
Miller said that on Dec. 14, 1969, he 
met with Yablonski and many of his 
supporters in West Virginia and “ he 
reaffirmed his position that he was 
going to continue his efforts to over­ 
turn the election.” 
Miller said that the action Yablonski 
began culminated in May, 1972, when a 
federal judge set aside the election on 
grounds of fraud. 
Miller said he became the candidate 
against Boyle and defeated him in 
December, 1972.
